MEN should attempt reception 
of all the colours, to see as 
others see, and select rays in 
jullest possible knowledge and 
honest discrimination. 


But if anyone dares to pro- 
pose that THe party is not 
wholly right and the rest not 
eternally wrong, that truth has 
as many facets as a diamond, 
that one’s opponents may drop 
pearls of wisdom, too, then by 
the reds or the blues he is 
called names. 


And that brings me to the 
stage of reminding anyone who 
cares to know that it is my 
common lot to be called names. 


A letter in my postbag makes 
me now a supine creature of 
the capitalist, now a Russian, 
now a woolly-headed. starry- 
eyed idealist, who dreams and 
sees visions—foolish dreams, 
fantastic visions. 

Whence do they come, these 
notes of disapproval? They 
come almost all from the two 
extremities of the political 
spectrum, from the reddest reds 
and the deepest indigos and 
violets—from men of na com- 
promise, men who have no 
doubts, men who would never 
grant to others the right to 
doubt. 


BUT let me let you see how far 
I am willing to flit among all 
the political colours, red, orange

I do not cling amorously to any 
single shade, love not any sort of 
dictatorship, real or potential.

when they consider it fitting—a 
society in which we shall have no 
robots, no subservient yes-men.
